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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2-57 are pending. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-5, 54-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The term " comprising " is an open-ended term. A compound 
should be defined by a recognized chemical structure with all the substituents specifically 
attached to the isoapoptolidin core. The claims fail to provide a specific isoapoptolidin core since 
the term " modified " is vague and indefinite. The currently claimed may embrace any known 
and unknown isoapoptolidin derivatives in the art. 

Claims 32-47, 52-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are directed to the final products of a chemical 
reaction wherein the chemical structure is not fully specified. Chemistry is not an exact science 
and is full of unpredictable and unexpected results.The reaction condition(s) and reagent(s) have 
a unique impact on the reaction, and the relationship between the starting materials and the final 
product is unpredictable and unexpected. 

Claims 48-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention.The claims fail to provide a specific disease to be treated. A disorder responsive to 
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apoptosis fails to represent a specific disease. There are numerous kinds of cancer diseases, and 
the treatment of each cancer is unique, one is different from the other. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the compound in 
the Abstract, page 2823 of Pennington et al ( Organic Letters, 4(22), pages 3823-3825, 2002). 

Claims 12-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Claims 16-31 and 50-51 are allowable.
